OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS 
OF  THE  HOOLE  URBAN  DISTRICT  .COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1949. 

The  Statistics  relating  to  Health  both  National  and  Local  were 
generally  satisfactory  for  the  year.  Although  locally  there  was  a fall  in 
the  Birth  Rate  and  a rise  in  the  Death  Rate  the  figures  compare  favourably 
with  the  National  Rate. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  Hoole  Urban  District  was  14.90  per  1,000 
population  in  1949  compared  with  17.53  in  1948.  The  Birth  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1949  was  16.70  per  1,000  population  compared 
with  17.9  in  1948. 

The  Death  Rate  for  Hoole  Urban  District  was  11.5  per  1,000 
population  in  1949  compared  with  9.26  in  1948.  The  Rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  11.70  in  1949  compared  with  10.8  in  1948. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  Hoole  LTrban  iDstrict  was  37.0  per  1,000 
live  births  in  1949  compared  with  25.4  in  1948.  The  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  was  37.0  in  1949  and  34.0  in  1948. 

I am  glad  to  report  that  Infectious  Diseases  in  1949  showed  a 
marked  decrease.  The  chief  notifiable  disease  continued  to  be  measles. 
No  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  in  the  Urban  District  and  fewer  cases 
of  Tuberculosis  were  notified  in  1949  than  for  many  years.  It  is  interesting 
to  compare  the  figures  for  the  incidence  of  Infectious  Disease  in  1949  with 
those  of  10  years  previously. 

For  purposes  of  Immunisation  and  Vaccination,  Hoole  forms  part 
of  the  Ellesmere  Port  Health  Division  under  the  Cheshire  County 
Council  and  separate  figures  are  not  available  for  each  constituent  district. 


In  common  with  the  rest  of  the  County,  housing  and  overcrowding 
continues  to  be  a major  problem.  During  the  year  16  families  were  re- 
housed in  new  Council  houses. 

229  inspections  were  carried  out  and  as  a result  of  repairs  many 
older- type  houses  were  rendered  fit  for  continued  habitation. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department  for  their  continued  helpful  co-operation.

SECTION  B. 


General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  area. 

(a)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  Pathological  Department  at  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary  has 
continued  to  examine  all  types  of  specimen  sent  either  by  General 
Practitioners  or  the  Health  Department. 

(b)  Ambulance  Services,  are  administered  by  the  Divisional  Health 
Department  for  the  County  Council  and  have  been  entirely  satisfactory. 

(c)  Nursing  Services  are  also  administered  by  the  Divisional  Health 
Department  and  have  been  appreciated  by  the  residents.  The  District 
Nurse  lives  at  86,  Faulkner  Street  and  can  be  summoned  by  telephone. 

(d)  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

The  following  were  provided  for  Hoole  by  the  Cheshire  County 
Council: — 


School  Clinic.  This  was  held  every  morning  (except  Wednes- 
day) for  the  treatment  of  children  with  minor  complaints. 

Schoolchildren  with  defective  eyesight  were  examined  by  the 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  of  the  County  Public  Health  Department  who 
attended,  by  appointment,  during  the  year.  Dental  Treatment  was 
given  by  the  School  Dental  Surgeon.  Medical  Inspection  of 
School  Children  was  carried  out  by  the  County  Authority. 

Ante-Natal  Clinic.  Is  held  on  the  second  Thursday  in  each 
month.  During  the  year  55  Expectant  Mothers  made  140  atten- 
dances. 

The  Post-Natal  Clinic  is  held  monthly  on  the  fourth  Thursday 
in  each  month.  During  the  year  45  mothers  made  61  attendances. 

The  County  Dentist  attends  for  ante-natal  and  post-natal 
mothers  and  for  toddlers  by  appointment. 

Child  Welfare  Clinic.  This  is  held  every  Tuesday.  It  is  a 
very  popular  centre  and  is  well  attended. 

During  the  year  there  were  150  new  cases  making  total  atten- 
dances of  1,738. 

Orthopaedic  Clinic.  Patients  from  Hoole  attend  at  the  Royal 
Infirmary,  Chester,  where  hospital  treatment  when  required  is 
carried  out. 

Venereal  Diseases.  Patients  from  this  area  are  sent  to  the 
Chester  Royal  Infirmary  where  they  receive  specialised  treatment. 


(e)  Hospitals. 


The  Hospitals  in  the  Chester  District  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  are  administered  by  No.  13 
Chester  & District  Hospital  Management  Committee.  Emergency  cases 
were  dealt  with  at  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary.  Ordinary  Medical  and 
Surgical  Cases  were  received  at  both  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary  and  the 
Chester  City  Hospital.  Obstetrical  emergencies  were  received  at  the* 
Chester  City  Hospital.  There  was  a free  Specialist  Service  for  Out- 
patients at  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary. 

All  Isolation  Hospitals  in  the  area  are  under  the  control  of  the 
Liverpool  Regional  Hospital  Board.  The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Clatter- 
bridge  received  infectious  cases  for  the  Hoole  Urban  District. 


SECTION  C. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

All  water  in  this  district  is  supplied  by  the  Chester  Waterworks 
Company.  The  supply  is  constant  and  adequate  for  all  needs.  With 
the  exception  of  10  houses  which  are  supplied  from  a standpipe,  all  the 
houses  in  the  District  have  their  water  supplies  directly  from  the  works 
to  the  houses.  A sample  is  taken  from  this  District  once  yearly  and  is 
examined  by  Dr.  Grace  at  the  Chester  Royal  Infirmary.  His  report  for 
1949  was  entirely  satisfactory  both  for  Chemical  and  Bacteriological 
examination.

The  Water  Carriage  system  is  general  in  the  District  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  following: — 

(1)  2 Houses  in  Hoole  Road  and  1 house  in  Mannings  Lane. 

(Septic  tanks). 


(2)  10  Houses  at  Heath  Bank  (Elsan  Closets). 

These  houses  were  taken  over  under  the  County  Review  Order, 
1936.  One  house  in  Mannings  Lane  still  remains  to  be  connected  to  the 
new  sewer.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  House  Refuse  was  removed  during  the  year  by  Direct  Labour, 
two  lorries  were  used  and  were  properly  covered. 

The  Elsan  closets  were  emptied  once  weekly. 

The  House  Refuse  was  also  removed  weekly  and  deposited  at  the 
Tip  in  Guilden  Sutton. 

The  tipping  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.

Nineteen  (19)  Informal  Notices  were  served  under  the 
Public  Health  Acts,  all  of  which  have  been  complied  with. 

The  majority  of  these  notices  related  to  the  provisions  of  Sanitary 
Dust  Bins,  Defective  Drains,  etc. 

One  hundred  and  five  (105)  Informal  Notices  were  served  under 
the  Housing  Act,  1936,  all  of  which  have  been  complied  with. 


The  repairs  carried  out  under  the  Notices  were  as  follows: — 

(1)  Repairing  roofs,  floors,  chimney  stacks,  downspouts,  etc. 

(2)  Re-pointing  brickwork  at  the  front  and  rear  of  the  houses. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

There  are  only  two  factory  chimneys  emitting  smoke  in  the  District. 

(1)  A Bakehouse. 

(2)  A Laundry. 

Observations  were  taken  on  the  smoke  emission  from  the  laundry 
chimney  and  the  installation  inspected  as  a result  of  which,  when  recom- 
mendations were  followed,  resulted  in  a marked  diminution  of  black 
smoke. 

Further  improvement  i9  still  desirable  and  contact  is  being  main- 
tained with  the  owners. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  or  privately  owned  swimming  baths  or  pools 
open  to  the  public  situate  in  your  District. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

Three  cases  of  bed  bugs  have  been  investigated. 

The  premises  were  treated  with  a liquid  insecticide  with  satisfactory 

results. 


Schools. 

The  three  elementary  schools  in  the  district  have  been  periodically 
inspected  during  the  year. 

The  sanitary  accommodation  of  the  two  older  schools  is  far  from 
satisfactory  and  recommendations  have  been  made  to  the  School 
Managers  for  improvements.  Unfortunately,  owing  to  the  uncertainty 
as  to  the  future  of  these  schools,  the  Managers  have  been  reluctant  to 
authorise  at  the  present  time,  any  large  expenditure  which  would  be 
incurred  in  the  replacement  of  the  existing  accommodation.

SECTION  E. 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Food  Premises. 

There  are  11  premises  in  the  district  registered  under  Section  14 
of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1938,  viz.: — 

Two  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream. 

Four  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  ice-cream. 

Five  for  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  sausage  and  potted  meat. 


Milk  Supply. 

The  Farms  and  Dairies  in  the  District  were  inspected  periodically 
and  found  on  each  occasion  to  be  satisfactory. 

All  Cowsheds  were  kept  clean,  and  all  precautions  taken  during 
milking  to  prevent  contamination  of  the  milk. 

Up  to  the  1st  October,  1949,  there  were  two  registered  cowkeepers, 
five  dairies  and  two  milk  shops  in  the  district.  In  addition,  eight  milk 
purveyors  brought  milk  into  the  district  from  outside.  Ten  Dealers’ 
Licences  and  6 Supplementary  Licences  were  issued  by  the  local  authority 
under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Regulations,  1936-48. 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  new  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations 
which  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  October,  1949,  the  Register  shews 
the  following  entries: — 

Distributors — 11  (8  with  premises  outside  the  district,  3 with 
premises  within  the  district) . 

Dairy  Premises — 1. 

Milk  Shops — 2. 

There  are  two  dairy  farms  within  the  district  both  of  which  are 
registered  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 

The  dairy  premises  and  milk  shops  were  inspected  prior  to  regis- 
tration and  attention  was  directed  to  the  need  for  improvement  of  existing 
facilities  wherever  necessary. 


Ice  Cream. 


One  (1)  manufacturer  of  Ice  Cream  is  registered  in  the  District. 

Seven  (7)  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice 
cream  which  is  obtained  from  manufacturers  outside  the  District. 

Numerous  samples  were  taken.  In  cases  of  unsatisfactory  report 

the  cause  was  investigated  and  from  advice  given  the  matter  was  rectified. 


Meat  Shops. 

All  meat  shops,  chip  shops,  etc.,  were  systematically  inspected. 

The  General  standard  of  cleanliness  was  satisfactory.  No  unsound 
food  was  found  during  the  year. 

There  is  no  Slaughter  House  in  the  District,  and  all  Butchers  in 
the  District  slaughter  at  the  Public  Slaughter  House  in  Chester,  where 
the  meat  is  inspected. 


Food  Adulteration. 

Sampling  and  analysis  of  food  and  drugs  under  the  Adulteration 
Provisions  of  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1938,  is  carried  out  by  the  Cheshire 
County  Council  and  the  following  report  has  been  kindly  furnished  by 
Mr.  Stacey  Hallard,  Chief  Inspector,  Weights  & Measures  Department, 
Cheshire  County  Council: —

Rodent  Control. 

During  the  year  13  infestations  were  treated  satisfactorily. 

The  Council’s  tip  was  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  and  treated 
when  necessary.  Good  takes  were  observed. 


Two  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out  on  the  public 
sewers  in  the  district.  In  the  first  treatment  270  manholes  were  baited 
and  partial  takes  were  recorded  at  44  points.  On  the  second  occasion,  of 
the  100  manholes  baited,  partial  takes  were  observed  at  23  points. 

The  regular  sewer  treatments  over  the  past  few  years  have  thus 
resulted  in  materially  reducing  the  rat  population  in  the  area.
